YEAR 1907. 

The following comets were discovered during the year 1907: — 

Comet a 1907, an unexpected comet, was discovered by M. Giacobini at Nice, 
France, on March 9, 1907. 

Comet b 1907, an unexpected comet, w.as discovered by J. Grigg, Esq., at 
Thames, New Zealand, on April 9th, and independently by Mr. J. E. Hellish 
near Madison, Wisconsin, on April 14th. Announcement of Mr. Grigg's discovery 
did not reach the astronomers of America and Europe until several weeks had 
elapsed. 

Comet c 1907, an unexpected comet, was discovered by M. Giacobini at Nice, 
France, on June 1st. 

Comet d 1907, an unexpected comet, was discovered by Mr. Z. Daniel at 
Princeton, New Jersey, on June 9th. 

Comet e 1907, an unexpected comet, was discovered "by Mr. J. E. Mellish near 
Madison, Wisconsin, on October 13th. 

The Donohoe Comet-Medal of the Astronomical Society of the Pacific has been 
awarded to the six discoverers mentioned. 

The number of Donohoe Comet-Medals awarded to date is sixty-four.
